some minerals that nature pro- 
duces and more especially so, 
when with the brilliant colors of 
nature's t'ems, the emerald, 
toiiaz, ruby. etc. 

This mineral has been known 
under the same name for cen- 
turies and on referring to ail of 
the older English encyclopedias, 
about the only information that 
was given was that it was found 
in Derbyshire, England, and was 
called there Blue John.
